Time For America 

“It is rather for us to be 
here dedicated to the great task 
remaining before us ... that this 
nation under God shall have a 
new birth of freedom - and that 
the government of the people, 
by the people, for the people 
shall not perish from the earth.” 
Gettysburg Address. Nov. 19, 
1863. 

What’s Good About America 

The following was handed 
to us by Mr. Emery Story of Lo¬ 
cust Ford Road. Mr. Story came 
across the poem while enjoying 
lunch in a Ft. Myers, Florida 
restaurant and thought it timely 
as this great nation of ours cel¬ 
ebrates its 200 th birthday. 

What’s good about Ameri¬ 
ca, a fellow snarled one day. I 
stood there in astonishment, I 
didn’t know what to say. The 
words he spoke, they startled 
me—they’re with me even yet. 
We take so much for granted 
and at times we may forget. 
It’s true that when our economy 
slacks we may turn up our noses, 
And at the time he said it, things 
were not coming up roses. After 
months and months of “Water¬ 
gate” and our President’s resig¬ 
nation, Perhaps this man had a 
right to speak up in indignation. 

What’s good about Amer¬ 
ica, that phrase stuck in my 
mind. And I knew if I’d search 
my heart the answer I would 
find. And so to you, my friend, 
who asks what’s good about 
our nation, It’s up to you and 
others like you that I make this 
affirmation. Compare America 
to any other nation in the world 
And then stand even taller when 
Old Glory is unfurled, Thank 
God for all the blessings he saw 
fit to bestow. 

For all our mountains, riv¬ 
ers, fertile lands where things 


can grow. For the right to wor¬ 
ship God in any way you see fit. 
For the spirit of a nation never 
losing faith or grit, For the right 
to live from day to day without 
fear of oppression, For basic 
civil rights and laws, freedom 
of expression. For democracy, 
free enterprise and freedom of 
the press For the right to vote 
on issues to make heard your no 
or yes To live in peace while 
other nations are having sense¬ 
less wars And feel a sense of 
security within our hallowed 
shores. 

And there in New York 
harbor for all the world to see 
Stands the emblem of America, 
“The Statue of Liberty” The 
scales of justice in her hand this 
gracious lady holds So Ameri¬ 
can or immigrant within her 
arms enfolds. A blindfold cov¬ 
ers both her eyes, she welcomes 
all as brother and to those blind 
unseeing eyes one appears just 
like the other. Though one be 
black or white or rich of poor or 
he or she When that lady looks 
down, they’re all the same—real 
equality. 

Now after that, the princi¬ 
pals that have kept our country 
free. I speak, of course, of jus¬ 
tice, freedom and democracy. 
Now look around America and 
see just what have you got And 
I think you’ll all agree that 
we’ve got a mighty lot. And if 
someone else ever asks what’s 
good about our nation, Just 
step right up and shock them 
with this civic clarification. Tell 
them how great America is and 
I think that I would say Yes, 
Brother, get down upon your 
knees and THANK GOD FOR 
THE USA.

WISDOM AND WELL-BEING 

Philosophers have almost always touted the connection 
between wisdom and happiness. Aristotle, by defining 
us as rational animals, comes close to guaranteeing that 
through the correct exercise of reason we might become 
happy. But, Aristotle was aware that our passions and 
appetites could lead us astray, since they are essentially 
irrational, and so for Aristotle, the good life requires the 
correct use of reason in practical matters, what he calls 
“phronesis” or “practical wisdom.” This practical wisdom 
is the result of a lifetime of experience. Aristotle says 
that no young person can be truly wise in the ways of life 
because he has not experienced enough of it. Likewise, the 
book of Proverbs is addressed to the moral education of 
the youth, repeatedly saying such things as “Hear, my son, 
your father’s instruction,” and “My son, do not forget my 
teaching.” (Proverbs 1:8 and 3:1) The connection between 
practical wisdom and well-being has been empirically 
verified by the psychologists Richard Nisbett, Igor 
Grossmann and others. They defined practical wisdom as 
consisting of 5 aspects: 1) willingness to resolve conflict; 
2) willingness to search for compromise; 3) recognition 
of the limits of personal knowledge; 4) awareness that 
more than one perspective on a problem can exist; and 5) 
appreciation of the fact that things may get worse before 
they get better. It turns out that the wiser we are, when 
judged by these criteria, the happier we are. - Christopher 
Simon

William Reynolds Kalb 

“TOGETHER AGAIN” 


Just six weeks ago, we were saying good-bye to our Rubye as our Father in Heaven took 
her home. We are here again to say our painful good-byes to Reynolds, Rubye’s partner of 
seventy years, as he too joins her and our Father in heaven. 

Many years ago, George and Lottie Kalb bought their beautiful farm located on the corner 
of Perkins Ridge and Salem Ridge. I, along with the other neighbors on Perkins Ridge, quickly 
came to love George, Lottie, and their only child, Reynolds. In December, 1943, Reynolds 
married his beautiful Rubye and brought her to live on the family farm. This blessed union was 
the icing on the cake for Tommy and me. Reynolds, Rubye, and their six wonderful children 
became treasured friends to our family. 

Reynolds would often be seen driving his truck along Perkins Ridge. He would always 
sound the horn, wave, and a smile would be lighting up his handsome face. In the later years, 
he would often stop and visit when he saw Tommy sitting on our porch. The two men would 
talk of old times and I can still hear their laughter as they reminisced. I know how much Tommy 
enjoyed those visits, and I am certain Reynolds did as well. 

Each year, Tommy and I enjoyed watching the yearly farming rituals beginning with the 
spring activities. It was always evident that Reynolds loved the farm. He was happiest when 
he was on a tractor no matter what the task-- setting tobacco, cultivating the crop, mowing and 
baling hay, or bush hogging. Of course, there was the annual event of getting the tractor stuck 
in the pond because Reynolds did not want any weeds on his pond bank! 

Reynolds and I shared a love and appreciation for the “country life”. .. especially on 
Perkins Ridge. It was important to him that the farm and its heritage not be lost. Reynolds 
stuck to that belief to the end and wanted so badly not to go to the hospital when he fell on that 
Saturday. I think he knew that he would not see his beloved farm and Perkins Ridge again as 
the ambulance pulled away. 

When Rubye had to move in to the nursing home in May, 2010, because she could no 
longer walk and was having trouble with her memory, Reynolds spent the next three years 
missing the love of his life daily. Workers at the nursing home shared that Reynolds visited 
often to encourage, to feed, and even to tease his partner of many years. Walking by her room, 
workers would see him talking to Rubye patting her hand and with tears streaming down his 
face because he felt so badly that they could not be at home. When Reynolds was not at the 
nursing home, if you asked Rubye how she was doing, she would always respond, “I am waiting 
for my husband to visit.” 

The love that Reynolds had for Rubye was never more evident than when we all watched as 
he said his good-bye to her on Tuesday, April 2,2013. In the days following her death, he tried 
very hard not to let his family and friends know how sad he was. I believe that the Lord looked 
down and said it is time for my Perkins Ridge kids to be together again. Reynolds has shown 
his children, grandchildren, and great-grandchildren as well as his neighbors how to live their 
lives as Christians and as a family. So on Thursday evening, May 9, 2013, Reynolds quietly 
slipped from his earthly body to join his loved ones in heaven where there is no pain as well as 
no struggles to breathe or to see. 

While I will miss my wonderful neighbors, Reynolds and Rubye, they have left me six 
wonderful children—Lois, Jeannie, Jay, Ann, Eddie, and Ronnie-and their families to love and 
cherish. To them I say . . . Please keep your light shining and may you always know how 
blessed you are to be Reynolds and Rubye’s kids.

A Closer Look

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky

For 237 years now, our 
nation has celebrated its in¬ 
dependence on July 4th. If 
John Adams had had his way, 
however, the fireworks and 
parades happening on Thurs¬ 
day this week would occur 
on Tuesday instead. 

That’s because he 
thought July 2, 1776 - when 
the Second Continental Con¬ 
gress actually voted to break 
away from Great Britain 
- would become “the most 
memorable epoch in the his¬ 
tory of America,” rather than 
two days later, when the 
Declaration of Independence 
was formally adopted. 

Although his prediction 
proved wrong, it certainly 
didn’t diminish the major role 
he played in our country’s 
early history. He led the push 
to have Thomas Jefferson be 
the chief author of the Decla¬ 
ration of Independence, and 
with George Washington di¬ 
recting the Continental Army 
by this point, Adams and Jef¬ 
ferson were the only ones to 
sign it who would later go on 
to be President. 

They later became po¬ 
litical adversaries, but their 
friendship survived as the 
years went by, and both died 
just hours apart on the same 
day: July 4, 1826, the 50th 
anniversary of the very docu¬ 
ment they helped to create. 

Kentucky, of course, was 
not one of the 13 original

colonies, but as part of Vir¬ 
ginia, it did play a role in our 
country’s early years. To be¬ 
gin with, there were several 
skirmishes during the Revo¬ 
lutionary War, including one 
of the last: The Battle of Blue 
Licks. 

While that fighting oc¬ 
curred after the war was 
largely over, it was still a 
devastating blow for our 
early settlers. Among those 
killed were Colonels John 
Todd and Stephen Trigg 
- the namesakes of two of 
Kentucky’s counties - and 
Daniel Boone’s son Israel. 

As for the fourth of July 
itself, some memorable ac¬ 
tions have taken place on 
that date across the state over 
the years. What is believed 
to be the holiday’s first cel¬ 
ebration west of the Allegh¬ 
eny Mountains took place in 
Central Kentucky in 1794, 
for example, and in 1862, the 
Battle of Tebbs’ Bend was 
fought in what is now Taylor 
County, which saw heavily 
outnumbered Union soldiers 
turn back attacks led by Con¬ 
federate Brigadier General 
John Hunt Morgan. 

In 1924, that date was 
also the formal dedication of 
the Kentucky African Ameri¬ 
can Civil War Veterans ’ Mon¬ 
ument in Frankfort, which at 
the time was only the fourth 
memorial in the country me¬ 
morializing their service. 

While each fourth of July 
is set aside as a celebration of 
freedom, it is also a time to 
remember all who have sac¬ 
rificed their time, talents and 
even their lives and limbs to 
make that possible. 

Kentucky has always 
given more than her fair 
share, and over the last dozen
